Bigger Cheques 
For Pensioners 


Alberta old age pensioners and 
blind pensioners will receive ‘the 
extra $5 special allowance passed 
at the recent session of the legisla- 
ture in their April cheques, A. 
Blackie, superintendent of the pro- 
vincial old age pensions branch, 
announced Tuesday. Mr. Blackie 
said pensioners would receive the 
additional amount about the end 
of April or the first of May, as the 
cheques are mailed out about two 
days before the end of the month. 

Approximately 10,887 old age 
pensioners and 213 blind pensioners 
will receive the extra $5, which 
boosts their monthly pensions to 
$25. Old age pensioners must be 
70 years or over to be eligible for 
the pension; pensions are paid to 
blind persons at the age of 40 years 
or over.

Declared Probability 
By Premier Aberhart 


Disallowance of three more Alberta debt acts by the Do- 
minion government last week leaves the provincial govern- 
ment with only two courses of action to protect debtors— 
adoption of a blanket moratorium on all debts for the war's 
duration or, a8 a last resort, cancellation of the principal of 
all debts contracted before a certain date. 


This was the stand taken Tuesday by Premier Wil- 
liam Aberhart in a statement issued following disallow- 
ance at Ottawa Friday of the three acts passed at the 1941 
session of the provincial legislature. 


The acts disallowed are the Debt Proceedings Suspen- 
sion Act, 1941; the Orderly Payment of Land Debts Act, 
1941, and the Limitation of Actions Act, 1935, Amendment 
Act, 1941. 

“One after another of our acts have beeen swept aside 
until we are being forced into the position where only two 
courses of action, both unquestionably within provincial 
jurisdiction, are left to us,” Premier Aberhart stated. 


Blanket Moratorium 


“The first is to declare a blanket moratorium on all 
debts for the duration of the war, at the end of which the 


situation can be reviewed in the light of the circumstances 


then existing. 


“The second course, and one which we would adopt 
only as a last resort, is to cancel the principal of all debts 
contracted before a certain date.” 


Premier Aberhart’s statement follows in full: 


The arbitrary disallowance by Ottawa of three more 


Alberta acts, passed at the 1941 session of the provincial leg- 
islature for the protection of debtors of this province against 
the heartless and unscrupulous seizures of their property 
by the money-lending corporations, at a time that the private 
interests of financial institutions should be taking a very 
secondary place to the security of our people, constitutes a 
most provocative and undemocratic action when the whole- 
hearted and effectual operation of our farms in an all-out 
war effort is both essential and urgent. 


Debt-Ridden Farmers 


In these critical days the people of Alberta, and in par- 
ticular our debt-ridden farmers, have been putting our na- 
tional war effort before everything else. Very naturally we 
all have given our whole-hearted and unstinting support to 
the federal government’s policies in their conduct of the war 
effort, often against our conviction that they have not al- 
ways been the best. That is as it should be, for the federal 
government has to accept full responsibility for the results of 
their policies.

Under no circumstances may a landlord vary the 
maximum rentals without consent of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board following application, George J. Bryan, rentals 
administrator for Alberta, stated to members of the Ed- 
monton Real Estate Association at the Chamber of Com- 
merce rooms, Monday evening.

tions as they affect both the land- 

lord and the renters. Stuart Dar- 
roch, president of the real estate 
men, occupied the chair. 

In Edmonton the maximum ren- 
tals that can be charged is that 
which was in effect on January 2, 
1941. If the property was not rented 
at that time then the last rental that 
was in effect in 1940 would become 
effective, Mr. Bryan stated, 

The regulations further indicate 
that the landlord cannot reduce 
facilities, nor can a landlord give a 
tenant notice to vacate except on 
the grounds set out in the regula- 
tions, he explained. 

He stressed the importance of 
landlords keeping available a re- 
cord of all their real property that 
is rented, the rent on the basic date 
and the rent now being charged, 
together with the names of the ten- 
ants. 

Reasons for an application for an 
increase in maximum rental are: 
Substantial increase in taxes, sub- 
stantial expenses for structural al- 
terations or special improvement, 
substantial increase in wear and 
tear, substantial difference in rent 
in effect on basic date and that pre- 
vailing for similar accommodation, 
a substantial deterioration in the 
premises, and a rental for the first 
time after October 11, 1941. The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
will give these applications close 
etudy before permission for rent in- 
crease will be granted, Mr. Bryan 
stated.

GONSIDERABLE DAMAGE 

The damage done to Japanese in- 
vasion forces, as reported by Air 
Minister Drakeford and by Eugene 
L. Eubank, of the American Air 
Force, has been considerable, The 
effect has been to slow up the 
Japanese program and gain preci- 
ous time for the Allies. 

Drakeford reported that since 
March 10, United Nations’ forces 
have knocked out 23 Japanese ships, 
including 10 per cent, of their 
cruiser strength, besides destroyers 
and transports. 

In addition, Col, Eubank’s figures 
on the East Indies and Philippines 
campaigns place Japanese losses up 
to March 1 at 16 Japanese warships 
and 46 transports destroyed or bad- 
ly damaged, besides a large num- 
ber of airplanes. 


CAMPAIGN CONTINUING 

e campaaign is continuing with. 
out let-up. And a heavy raid was 
made today in Lae, the main Japan- 
ese invasion base in New Guinea, 
which has been battered repeatedly 
since March 10. 

In addition to these losses, the 
Japanese have suffered a reverse 
in New Guinea because of the 
weather. Torrential rains have 
driven them out of the Markham 
Valley, where they were laying 
out air fields for an intensive 
campsign against the Australian-

WASHINGTON, March 31—An 
attempt to decide without senti- 
ment where the best interests of 
the United states ile is behind 
Washington's sometimes  iittle 
understood policy toward Vichy. 

At the same time, it was learned 
here, there have been no commit- 
ments which would prevent recog- 
nition of the Free French whenever 
the application of a similar un- 
sentimental yardstick showed it to 
be wise. 

Three factors have dominated the 
considerations of the authorities 
here, it was pointed out. First. is the 
control of the French fleet; second, 
the effort to keep French North 
African and Colonial bases out 
of the hands of the Axis, and third, 
to confine France, if poysible, to the 
limits of the armistice agreements 
so far as aid to Germany and Italy 
is concerned, 


INVITATION TO AXIS 

To break openly with Vichy, it is 
felt here, would be an invitation 
to the Axis to take the fleet and 
the bases. The alternatives, it is 
argued, are seizure and occupation 
by the United States, unfeasible for 
a variety of reasons, or maintenance 
of the slender thread that still con- 
nects Washington and the govern- 


; ment of Marshal Petain. 


FOUR POINTS 

The four points are: 

1. Use of French territory in the 
western hemisphere by Axis war-: 
ships and aircraft. The question 
was brought up by the landing last 
month of a German U-boat at Mare 
tinique and resulted in assurances 
that harbor and landing facilities 
would not be granted in the future. 

2. Shipments of food and military 
trucks from North Africa to the 
Axis forces in Libya beyond the 
terms of the armistice agreements. 
The shipments have been halted 
with assurances that they will not 
be resumed. Independent sources 
have confirmed the halting of the 
sending of supplies, it was said. 

3. Movement of the battleship 
Dunkerque from North Africa to 
Toulon without notice to the 
United States in accord with early 
agreements. Details of Vichy's 
assurances in this connection are | 
not known because they involve 
military and naval dispositions, but 
they are said to have been sgatis- 
factory. 

4. Transfer of gasoline from 
military stores in North Africa 
to the Italians. Vichy explained 
that it was merely substituting 
African stores for supplies in un- 
occupied France available to the 
Italians as a result of the armis- 
tice. Actually, it permitted Italy 
to avoid the dangerous and diffi- 
cult task of shipping the fuel. 
Vichy has assured the United 
States that it will not repeat this 
performance. 

Meanwhile, shipments of food and | 
other supplies to French North 
Africa from the United States have 
not yet been resumed under the 
terms of -the trade agreement 
reached last November. The ship 
ments were stopped when these 
problems arose, and one minor 
point still remains to be settled, it 
was explained,

Will Reach All-Time 


High For Income Tax 


By DILLON O'LEARY 
OTTAWA, March 31.—(BUP)—These “saddest days of 
all the year” for the Canadian taxpayer are not withqut their 
rays of sunshine for some individuals in the higher income 
tax brackets. An investigation of the taxation schedules 


reveals here today. 

With Canadians generally cn- 
gaged in a last mad rush to get 
their income tax returns in under 
the wire and avoid the substantial 
penalties that delay entails, it is 
generally true that the individual 
taxpayer is contributing more 
than he ever did before to the 
national exchequer. 

It is wholly true that the aggreg- 
ate of all individual contributions 
will reach an all-time high for in- 
come tax history. It is estimated 
conservatively by officials that be- 
fore tonight's deadline is reached 
a total of three-quarter billion 

dollars will have been remitted by 
Mr., Mrs. and Miss Canada, 


SOME BENEFIT 
But while the aggregate total of 
income taxes collected this year is 


certain to exceed all previous fig- 
ures, and. while the average tax- 
payer is making his or her biggest 
and best effort so far in the tax- 
paying field, it is true, nevertheless, 
that some higher bracket individ- 
uals have no cause for complaint— 
at least, as compared with last year 
These individuals are to be found 
in Montreal, British Columbia, Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan, and, in the 
case of very high incomes in Man- 
itoba. 

Here are the facts: 

First of all, there is the case of 
the little fellow married but with 
no children, who receives an income 
of $1,500 per year. His personal 
income tax is anywhere between 

$30 and $45 higher this year in the 
six provinces from Quebec west- 
ward to British Columbia. 

This higher income tax contin- 
ues without a break right up to 
the $15,000 bracket. A person 
earning this sum annually, and 
living in any of the other five 
provinces he will still pay ntore. 

But what of the fellow who earns 
$20,000 a year? 

This year he pays $8,330 personal 
income tax. Last year, if he lived

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The Spring Show 


Edmonton’s Spring Show is to open 
on Monday next, to continue for four days. 
This annual event has been of only minor 
concern to townsfolk for some years, ever 
since the “horse show” ceased to be the 
dominant feature. But it has maintained 
its popularity with the farming commun- 
ity, and is evidently found to be of sub- 
stantial benefit to the people on the land 
by the encouragement that is given to 
the raising and keeping of live stock. 

Central Alberta is by nature a country 
suited peculiarly for mixed farming, and 
there has never been a time when it was 
more important that the stock branch of 
Canadian farming be maintained and de- 
veloped. Grain is no longer in keen de- 
mand for export, but bacon, milk and other 
farm products are war necessities—which 
are required in larger and larger quanti- 
ties. And no city in Canada is more 
directly dependent than Edmonton upon 
the conditions which exist on the farms 
of the surrounding territory. 

For this very practical reason the 
Spring Show should this year awaken a 
greater interest than usual among the 
city folks. 
appropriately and usefully show by pay- 
ing a visit to the fair grounds. Where it 
is very possible they will also get consid- 
erable pleasure in looking at some of the 
finest farm animals in the world, and in 
reflecting that many of these were reared 
and are kept on farms in the country 
tributary to Edmonton. 


The Rush Slowed Down 


For the time at least, the Australians 
and their American and other allies in the 
field have fought the would-be invaders 
to a stand-still. It is two months since the 
Japanese opened their drive for the pos- 
session of New Guinea, the island they 
need as a jumping-off place for an all-out 
attack on AuStralia. They have not cap- 
tured the island yet, and face a poorer 
prospect of capturing it than they did a 
month ago. 

Port Moresby still: stands, little dam- 
aged. Though the enemy has lost 100 
planes, a fleet of transports and thousands 
of troops in the fighting over and around 
New Guinea, he as yet holds only two 
ports—on the side farthest from the Aus- 
tralian coast. Last week was the most 
disastrous yet for the Japanese on that 
front, while the steadily mounting rein- 
forcements reaching Australia promise 
still harder going for them in the future. 

Time has been an essential factor in 
the Japanese strategy. Tokyo aimed to 
do its grabbing before the victims could 
muster strength to resist. A prolonged 
war would weaken its reserves while those 
of its enemies increased. Treachery, sur- 
prise attacks, and simultaneous attacks 
at many points, were exploited in hope of 
quick success. But in the Philippines the 
rush tactics failed, and on the approaches 
to Australia they have stalled. 

Unless the resistance in these two 
areas can be crushed, the westward ad- 
vance to India will leave the whole struc- 
ture of Japanese conquests more and more 
vulnerable as the communication lines 
grow longer while ships grow fewer. 


St. Nazaire Out Of Use 


In point of numbers the raid on St. 
Nazaire was evidently the heaviest hit- 
and-run attack British forces have yet 
made on a Nazi stronghold. It was un- 
doubtedly the most daring, and in this 
respect is ranked with the dash into 
Zeebrugge in the former great war. The 
results achieved are considered the most 
important, for St. Nazaire has been one 
of the chief repair bases and supply depots 
of the submarines preying upon Allied 
shipping in the North Atlantic. It is esti- 
mated that a year will be required in which 
to completely restore the damaged locks, 
docks and other harbor facilities without 
which the port will be relatively useless 
as a rendezvous for the pirate craft. 

The losses of the raiders are under- 
Stood to have been comparatively large, 
which can be understood from the eye- 
witness accounts of the fire from enemy 
shore batteries and warships in the har- 
bor. Apparently,the place had been ringed 
about by guns and searchlights, and the 
wonder is that any of the attackers 
escaped. 

While the defence works may have been 
more extensive around this highly import- 
ant base than they are at other points 
along the occupied coast, they were prob- 
ably no stronger there than they are at 
Brest, Havre and other ports where an 
invading force might be expected to try 
to make a landing. 

The difficulties to be overcome, and 
the losses which would be inevitable, in 
an attempt.to land an invading army any- 
Where along the French shore are sug- 
gested by the hot. reception given to the 
commando troops.

political groups are being told they can 
set up any governmental system they 
please, and that when they do so the com- 
plete responsibility for both internal and 
external affairs will be transferred to it. 

But the change-over is not to be made 
until the war ends. And it will not, of 
course, be made at all if the Axis should 
win. This is the point it is hoped both 
factions will recognize, because unless 
India is successfully defended its future 
affairs will be directed from Tokyo or 
Berlin. 

The proposal is that at the close of the 
war—assuming the Axis powers are de- 
feated—the Indian races will elect repres- 
entatives to frame a constitution giving 
the country Dominion status. Should any 
of the provinces refuse to be included, 
these may retain their present status or 
may unite to form a separate Dominion. 
This provision is designed to placate the 
Moslem provinces, and these are very 
likely to make use of the concession, since 
they are deadly hostile to the idea of being 
ruled by the Hindu majority, 

The effect of this offer is to put it up 
to Gandhi and his followers to accept less 
than they have been demanding, unless 
they want to take chances on what the 
Japanese may do to them. Their insistent 
demand has been for a single Indian state, 
in which they would be the dominating 
element. This they are not to get unless 
the Moslems submit—which they quite 
certainly will not do, The question the 
Congress party confront now is not 
whether they are to rule the Moslems, but 
whether they are to rule themselves or 
take the risk of being ruled by the Japanese 
or the Nazis,

A measure is being brought down at 
Ottawa to provide for the insurance of 
property against war risk, and for the 
payment of compensation if damage is 
done. This is further recognition of the 
change in Canada’s position which came 
about with the entry of Japan into the 
war. Before that development, property 
in Canada did not need air raid or invas- 
ion insurance. Now it does. ,

Metals being scarce, one United States 
concern at least is to build military trans- 
port planes of wood. When Japan’s metal 
supplies run low, as they must in a matter 
of months, its builders cannot make the 
same shift, because timber supplies are 
not available to them. Even the East 
Indies territories overrun by Japanese 
troops do not produce timber suitable for 
plane-building. The nearest supply lies 
along the western coast of this continent.

Knew They Would Lose: 


Their Country But 
Not Cause

A year ago today, the Yugo- 
slav people, surrounded on every 


frontier by the legions of the 
Nazis and the Fascists, rose, over- 
threw an appeasement govern- 
ment, and joined the free world. 


On the surface, it was an act 
of purest quixotry, The Yugo- 
slavs did not : 
have a_ chance, 
Why, then did 
they choose 
again to spill 
rivers of blood? 
The question is 
terribly import- 
ant, for people 
do not see their 
fields laid waste, 
their homes de- 
stroyed, their

sons slaughtered for a hopeless 
cause, 

The answer is that the Yugo- 
slavs, neither then nor now, be- 


lieved that they would lose. 
Yugoslavia might lose. But not 
the cause with which they allied 
themselves, 

Recall the circumstances: Po- 
land had fallen; France had 
fallen; everything attacked had 
fallen or was falling except Bri- 
tain. The question was whether 
the Yugoslavs would allow their 
country to be used as a base of 
operations against Greece. Their 
neighbors, Hungary, Rumania, 
and Bulgaria, had powed before 
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the Germans. Turkey:was neu- 
tral. Russia was not in the war. 
The United States was far away 
and her position questionable. 
What then did the people of 
Yugoslavia see before them? 
They saw defeat. Why then did 


jthey fight? Because they also 
jsaw resurrection. 
Deepest Wisdom 


The uprising of the people was 
spontaneous, but it was not with- 
out leadership, Where in the 
people was the leadership? For 
one thing, among the priests— 
the priests of the Orthodox 
church, in Serbia a pure church 
and close to the masses of the 
people and the army, the Catholic 
priests in Slovenia, and some in 
Croatia, 

The church is always cautious, 
But the religious heart has the 
deepest wisdom, It knows that 
death is a part of life, and that 
the full man “so lives that he can 
die any moment.” 

Therefore, the choice of the 
Yugoslav was not whether he 
would die, but what would live. 
And what did he believe would 
live? 

He believed nationhood, and 
personal and political freedom 
and the idea of equality would 
live. 

He was not impressed by the 
Fascist-Nazi legions. He be- 
lieved they had no future, 


Spirit of the Times 


Without allies Yugoslavia 
knew she had allies. For these 
primitive peasants—as they seem 
to western Europeans — were 


closer to the spirit of the times 
than the rolling hordes that 
threatened them. Their sons had 
gone to America, into coal mines 
and steel mills, lumber ant 
and harvest fields, and brought 
back a picture of a great dynamic 
country pledged to freedom and 
ene to build a new equality. 

So although the United States 
was not in the war, they believed 
in America, and joined America 
before America joined them. 

They believed in Russia, Rus- 
sian politics concerned them not 
at all. But they believed in a 
dynamic emanating from Russia, 
impelled by faith in the future of 
the common man. 

So they joined Russia before 
she joined them. 

Are these Yugoslav asants 
“primitive?” Is it “primitive” not 
to be impressed by smooth ma- 
chines, technical progress, con- 
summate skill—if they are all de- 
voted to a senseless cause? 

Ts it “primitive” to go straight 
to the heart of reality, with the 
“sense they were born with?” 
They believed in themselves and 
in another dynamic than that of 
the Fascists. They believed that 
with whatever setbacks, nations 
of people are striving for full 
nationhood, and persons are 
striving for full manhood, and 
that peace can only come in a 
world of full nations and full 
men, 

Is that “primitive”? 

These people, close to the soil 
and to reality, had a prescience 
of events of which there was as 
yet no sign.

bleeding and staggering France, 
he boasted of the successful war 
into which he had launched his 
country, 

On that very night, when gene 
eral hysteria filled Rome's streets 
with clamors and vivas, a little 
Italian bourgeois, commenting on 
I] Duce’s speech in his own 
simple way, is said to have asked 
two foreign diplomats: 

“What later?” 

What later, indeed? 

Because he cannot yet answer 
that little Roman’s question, 
Benito Mussolini, in his stately 
office within the Venice Palace, 
is an almost forgotten man in 


overwhelmed with terror at the 
| prospect of embarking on a real 
| war, he made futile, frantic ges- 
tures to halt his bloody-handed 
partner. 

So until he can appear once 
more on the world’s stage, wav- 
ing an olive branch, he probably 
will maintain his discreet seclu- 
sion and let the reins of military 
affairs remain in the hands of his 
former pupil, Adolf Hitler, 

Mussolini, too, is growing old. 
He is no longer the idol of Fas- 
cist maidenhood, His scandalous 
illicit affairs with young Roman 
women are now by imperial com- 
mand. He js apparently conscious 
that an aging burglar cuts a ra- 
ther loathsome figure in a ro- 
mantic role, 

All this has caused him to dis- 
trust himself a little. He feels 
that one who can no longer strut 
in countless boudoirs may not 
strut so well on the balcony, 

So I] Duce the Incomparable 
has changed his act. He will save 
himself, he thinks, for the peace 
when oratory will count more 
than fighting. 

He will appear then, he plans, 
in a blaze of emotional fire to 
hypnotize, once more, the Italian 
people and the world. 


Back-Stabber 


Those who have been close to 
him, recently, declare that Mus- 
solini’s self-imposed silence about 
international politics can in no 
way be attributed to ill-health. 
The riddle in I] Duce’s life today 
is a moral, not a physical one. 

In appearance, his life is the 
same as before, but only in ap- 
pearance. He is still the same 
early-riser; he still goes for 
morning rides; he still shows the 
keenest interest in the daily po- 
lice report. 

But noticeably absent from the 
long stream of Mussolini's morn- 
ing visitors, these days, are news- 


papermen. Since their departure 
from Rome, his most incessant 
visitors, the American newspa- 
permen, Il Duce has received 
hardly any journalist. 

The declaration of war on 
France, that “knife in the back” 
of a sister country, has at last 
broken down Mussolini's charm 
over his enthusiastic followers. 

The fight with France was 
never popular and real disap- 
pointment appeared when the 
war, instead of lasting three 
weeks, had to be waged against 
another enemy for an unknown 
length of time. 

Tl Duce’s hope that the conflict 
would involve no risks for Italy 
was a bad mistake. People, now- 
adays, do not appreciate “mis- 
taken” leaders. 

Fading Star 

Instead of the expected fulfill- 
ment of Mussolini’s sparkling 
promises, readers of the Italian 
newspapers today find nothing 
but a black succession of food ra- 
toining decrees, tribunal 
ences, announcements of longer 
working hours, 

No wonder I Duce's star fades, 
as it would in any other country 
except Germany under the same 
circumstances, ; 

Mussolini, the greatest traveler 
for Fascism, does not travel any 
more, even in his own country. 
His absence from Milan on the 
foundation day of the Fascio, 
March 238, was ominously con- 
spicuous, 

Perhaps he is aware that back- 
stabbing can work two ways. 

Even Mussolini's best friends 
and collaborators have worried 
him lately. Dino Grandi, former 
Italian ambassador to London 
and now minister of justice, is 
reputed to have grown alarming- 
ly in importance, 

Here is his latest quoted utter- 
ance: 

“Every political regime passes 
through three phases: exaltation, 
which prepares; installation, 
which strengthens; and finally, 
decadence, Fascism will come to 
an end, But I will have been its 
exaltation.” 

He speaks of himself, 
notice, as of the past.

At that time there was little 
unrest in France, and the con- 
quered small countries, They lay 
shocked and supine. 

Who could tell then that an- 
other Polish army would soon 
stand on Russian soil? Who could 
tell then that Russia would soon 
be smuggling arms to Poles, and 
that there woyld be guerilla war- 
fare and sabotage over enormous 
areas of Europe? 

The answer is: They could tell, 
They knew it. They might have 
answered Hitler in his own 
words: “If a people but desire 
freedom, weapons will grow in 
their hands.” 

They and every other country 
had been offered by the Nazis 
slices of their neighbors’ land, if 
they would but bow down and 
worship Hitler. But the south 
Slavs knew that that, too, is ‘not 
the dynamism of our times. 

And how right they were! A 
horsetrading in peoples brings its 
own revenge. Poland and Hun- 
gary shared in the looting of 
Czechoslovakia, only to become 
victims themselves, 

Then Rumania was split up, 
and thé long disputed Transyl- 
vania promised to Hungary. But 
the Rumanians delivered more 
troops to the Nazis than the Hun- 
garians—so now they are de- 


nianding Transylvania back—and 
threatening to fight each other. 
Primitive? 

Was it “primitive” that the 
south Slav peasants were not 
taking any of this sort of thing? 

The least primitive statesman 
of southeastern Europe, Count 
Teleki, prime minister of Hun- 
gary, told me in the spring of 
1940; 

“T am a Transylvanian and a 
Hungarian, But I would rather 
wait two generations for the 
return of Transylvania than get 
it from the Nazis as the price of 
betraying Yugoslavia.” 

Ard he killed. himself, rather 
than make that deal. 

To the Yugoslav guerillas, 
fighting in the mountains, this 
testament from America’s great 
writer, Thomas Wolfe, who above 
us all understood the dynamics 
of these times: 5 

“To lose the earth you know, 
for greating knowing; to lose the 
life you have for greater life; to 
find a land... more large than 
earth—toward which the con- 
science of the world is tending~ 
a wind is rising, and the rivers 
flow.” as

Editor, Bulletin: We, the fol- 
lowing war auxiliaries: Ladies’ 
Auxiliaries to Canadian Army 
(A), Southern Alberta Regiment, 
Edmonton Fusiliers, 92nd Bate 
tery, 61st Battery, 4th Casualty 
eee Bane Army Troop, Petrol 
Park, incess Patricia C.L.I., 
Signallers, Airforce Wives, wish 
to ask that the Utilities Commis- 
sion for Alberta reconsider their 
decision in regard to the question 
of milk recently made public in 
Our newspapers, The present de- 
cision is that all milk purchased 
from the milkman at the door 
must be paid for in cash after 
March 31. 

Has the commission properly 
considered the position of the 
serviceman’s family? The total 
monthly cheque a private sol- 
dier’s wife receives for herself 
and two children is $79.00, and 
out of this she has to pay rent, 
light, heat, water, food, clothing 
and be able to take care of any 
unexpected emergency such as 
medicine, ete., that may. turn up 
throughout the month, The result 
is that toward the end of the 
month, however carefully ex- 
penses are budgeted, she finds 
herself short of ready cash. 
Under this new milk ruling it 
will mean that for a week or so 
many service-men’s wives and 
children will have to go entirely 
without milk. 

This is a situation that cannot 
be allowed. Milk is the most im- 


portant item in a child's diet and | t: 


in the adult’s too. It is being 
proved that many of our chil- 
dren are not getting proper diets; 
15 per cent of the children of the 
city of Edmonton have been 
found deficient in calcium and 
the only substantial source of cal- 
cium is in milk. Yet it is now 
proposed to make it difficult for 
the families in the lower salaried 
groups to obtain milk freely. It 
is the last thing that should be 
interfered with, 

It is still quite possible to buy 
the majority of things on credit. 
Why should it be so important to 
pay cash for such a vital neces- 
sity as milk? 

There is no apparent reason for 
this step suggested by the Util- 
ities Commission and we would 
ask immediate reconsideration of 
this matter, ;

War For Gold 


Editor, Bulletin: A member of 
parliament now is telling eastern 
audiences that: “We are not in 
this war to defend British Im- 
perialism (Sovereignty) as we 
were in the last war. Twenty- 
five years ago I would have op- 
posed conscription? Twenty-five 
months ago would have been 
nearer the date line for this 
member, At that time Britons— 
men, women and children, and 
their homes were being blown 
to pieces. Britain and her Empire 
stood alone in defence of all the 
world against Nazi and Fascist, 
but it needed Rusgia’s misfor’ 
tunes to stimulate this member's 
enthusiasm for our war effort, 

According to Dr. James, prin- 
cipal of McGill, and chairman of 
committee for post-war recon- 
struction, “The value of the 20,000 
tons of U.S. gold is at stake. If 
Britain wins, gold will control 
the world’s money, whereas a 
German yictory would render 
the U.S. gold valueless,” 

That statement was made be- 
fore ‘Pearl Harbor”. Possibly Dr, 
James now would enlarge his 
estimate of war aims to include 
the safety of the lives and pro- 
perty of the citizens of the 
U.S.A. But, apparently the lives 
and property of British citizens 
were not an issue when Dr, 
James addressed the American 
Bar Association jn 1940. 

It should be noted that Britain 
owns no gold, or will not by the 
time she has paid for the privi- 
lege of safeguarding the 20,000 
tons under Ft, Knox. 

According to Dorothy Thomp- 
son and her “Union Now” satel- 
lites, we are fighting to bring 
about a “world” government, a 
world currency based on gold 
(under Ft. Knox), controlling a 
“world” police force of bombers.

New Farming Methods 


| Editor, Bulletin: In these times 
when every gallon of gas and 
every hour labor on the farms 
are so vitally essential to our 
war needs the new methods 
which have been proven to be so 
beneficial in the production of 
larger yields, as well as such a 
big saving in power during the 
last few years should be adopted 


by every farmer who grows 
grain of any kind in western 
Canada, 

This method simply means 


loosening up the soil with some 
sort of cultivator, so that the rod 
weeder can be used to destroy 
the weeds, and to firm down the 
lower part of the seed bed, so as 
to drive out the surplus air and 
save the moisture for the use of 
the crop, in place of allowing it 
to be drawn to the surface by 
capillary attraction of the sun 
and winds, where it evaporates 
and floats off in the air, to be 
lost, when it is so vitally neces- 
sary to save it to help make the 
necessary bushels at harvest 
ime, 

A number of tools have been 
built for doing this job in a big 
way where tractors and big horse 
outfits are used for power, but 
| the small farmer can accomplish 
the same results by simply re- 
moving the moul boards from 
his gang plow and using the 
shares to loosen up the soil and 
leave the trash on the surface, 
and by using the rod weeder ime 
mediately behind the plow, or in 
a later operation the same day, 
before the moisture has had time 
to escape he will get the same 
results as the big outfits accompe 
lish with the tools built especiale 
ly for this job, 

It has been amply demonstrate 
ed by field tests that the same 
power required to draw one 
moulboard plow will draw three 
shares of the same size at the 
same depth, or two shares with 
a rod weeder behind to cover the 
same width of land, so why not 
everyone adopt this method at 
once and make the saving in 
power and the time of the oper- 
ator, and at the same time get 
the increased bushels at harvest 
time to help pay expenses, and 
to have when this war is finished 
grain to help save the lives of 
the starving millions which will 
inhabit the war ridden portions 
of the globe. 

Every farmer should study this 
plan of operation carefully and 


act accordingly.

allowed, there were ten thousand 
persons with a sense of justice op- 
posed to leaving the unfortunate 
victims of the moneylenders’ vici- 
ous debt system at the mercy of 
these Shylockian institutions. 

There is another factor that should 
be noted here. Not only did the 
federal government fail to inform us 
in advance that they contemplated 
the disallowance of the legislation, 
but they waited until the Alberta 
legislature was prorogued before 
taking any action. And surely they 
knew that, at our recent session of 
the legislature, we had refrained 
from doing more than introducing 
temporary emergency legislation 
pending the decision of the privy 
council on our Debt Adjustment 
Act, 

It is clear that we are engaged 
in a life and death struggle for the 
preservation of democracy, but 
how can our people be blamed if 
they ask: “What kind of democ- 
tracy is this which permits the un- 
reasonable greed of a few money 
barons to over-ride the authority 
of a people's legislature and the 
will of the people as a whole?” 
It is an elementary and basic prin- 
ciple of democracy that the peo- 
ple's elected governments are ¢x- 
pected to protect the people's 
rights and carry out their man- 
dates. 

In this connection the Alberta 
government has a clear mandate 
from the people to protect them by 
means of just legislation from cal- 
lous and greedy dispossession by 
unscrupulous lending institutions 
which have been thriving on large 
scale legalized oppression of the 
people for decades, producing the 
terrible results we face today, That 
mandate we have tried to carry out 
faithfully, with determination and 
courage, in the face of any and every 
difficulty. If we are to be prevent- 
ed from doing this by the senior 
government ‘declaring it to be be- 
yond our rights, then surely the re- 
sponsibility must fall completely 
upon the federal government and 
present conditions demand that, be- 
fore disallowing our acts, the prime 
minister should have stated what 
remedy he proposes. 
HIGH-HANDED ACTION 

We cannot accept the interpreta- 
tion that the constitution justifies, 
particularly at a time like this and 
without consulting either parlia- 
ment or the people, the high-handed 
action of the federal government in 
setting aside acts of the Alberta 
legislature passed a year ago, re- 
flecting the will of the people of the 
province and dealing with matters 
coming within provincial responsi- 
bility—just because they were ask- 
ed so by vested interests which 
have been the curse of this country. 

The federal government must be 
fully aware of the voracious blood- 
sucking operations of the financial 
octopus of our land. Everyone 
knows that these corporations

pressed Joans on farmers when 
wheat was $1.20 or more a bushe] at 
the elevator, at interest rates rang- 
ing from 8% to as high as 10% and 
12%. The federal goveynment surely 
realizes what the devastating effects 
upon the farmer must be when, as 
a result of financial manipulations, 
the markets collapsed and prices 
fell. Take the case of a farmer who 
borrowed $5.000 at 10% when wheat 
was $1.20 a bushel at the elevator. 
It took about 416 bushels to meet 
his ‘annual interest payments. When 
the price slumped to 30c at the ele- 
vator it took about 1,664 bushels or 
four times that quantity of wheat 
to pay the same interest charge. In 
oher words the money lenders’ re- 
turns were increased to the confis- 
catory and usurious rate of 40% 
interest and the buying power of 
the principal amount was increased 
four times, in terms of the farmers’ 
products, 

How then could we expect the 
farmer to meet his obligations 
when his debt and carrying 
charges had been increased four 
times in terms of farm commo- 
dities and, at the same time, he 
Was actually getting fess than his 
costs of production? 

It must surely be evident to 
everyone that the moneylending in- 
Stitutions, jn their attempt to force 
farmers to meet such unfair and 
impossible burdens under threat of 
dispossession, must be wilfully and 
stubbornly blind to the outrageous 
injustice of such a grossly inequit- 
able arrangement. What do they 
Hope to accomplish by such oppress- 
lon? And what does the federal 
government think will be the result 
if it continues to encourage and 
help them? 

Since the Social Credit govern. 
ment has been in office we have 
recognized the farmers’ problems 
and in the debt adjustment legisla- 
tion which has been instituted we 
have endeavored to be scrupulously 
fair to both debtor and creditor, 
taking all the circumstances and 
conditions into account, and going 
to the limit in order to preserve 
as far as possible, the sanctity of 
the contract in regard to the repay- 
ment of the principal sum.

serious situation in western Canada, 
But the issue goes very much deep- 
er than the debt situation and the 
miserably unjust prices which our 
farmers are continuing to get for 
their products, It goes to the very 
roots of our national life and is 
inanifested in the growing interest 
in the questions of monetary re- 
form and post-war reconstruction. 

Regarding the post-war recon- 
struction and the new order, the 
prime minister has clearly stated 
his views in the following words: 
“If that new order js not already 
on its way before the war is over 
we may look for it in vain.” 


SOCIAL JUSTICE 

Are we to take from this that, in 
all this unnecessary regimentation 
and failure to meet the elementary 
needs of social justice, we are today 
experiencing the first fruis of the 
new order which should be on its 
way? Is this the type of democracy 
for which we are sacrificing all? 

Those are questions that the peo- 
ple of Canada must answer before 
long because, under a democratic 
constitution, they are ultimately re- 
sponsible for everything which is 
done in their name. 

In concluding, 1 wish to make it 
Plain that it is not the policy of 
this government to block the col- 
lection of just debts. 14 is our 
Policy to bring about an equitable 
re-adjustment of debts. However, 
we have been obliged to adopt 
emergency legislation of a more 
drastic nature because of the self- 
ish tactics of the money-lending 
corporations and their unreason- 
able attitude. 


One after another of our acts 
have been swept aside until we are 
being forced into the position where 
only two courses of action, both un- 
questionably within Provincial 
jurisdiction, are left to us. 


MORATORIUM PLAN 

The first is to declare a blanket 
moratorium on all debts for the 
duration of the war, at the end of 
which the situation can be reviewed 
in the light of the circumstances 
then existing. 

The second course, and one 
which we would adopt only as a 
last resort, is to cancel the prin- 
cipal of all debts vontracted be- 
fore a certain date. 

The government has the whole 
matter under consideration. We 
realize that agriculture is an essen- 
tial war industry and that it is not 
getting a square. deal. We are deter- 
mined that so far as it is within our 
power we will not permit the farm- 
ers of this province to be harassed 
and bullied, nor allow the unity of 
purpose so vital to our war effort 
to be jeopardized by the machin- 

ations of a handful of miserable 
money manipulators who seem to 
think that their usurious demands 
are more jmportant than the great 
issues we are facing. 
SUPPORT OF PEOPLE 

I know that I shall have the Sup- 
port of the people of Alberta in this 
matter—and I ask our farmers not 
to permit this unfortunate affair to 
detract from their wholethearted 
concentration on the war effort, We 
are going to clean up this financial 
racket, but first we must finish deal- 
ing with the military gangsters we 
are fighting. 

The Debt Proceedings Suspension 
Act empowers the province in cer- 
tain circumstances to prohibit the 
bringing of any action or other 
proceedings relating to debts con- 
tracted prior to July 1, 1936, for a 
certain period to be specified in the 
order-in-council. Debts incurred 
since July 1, 1936, would not be af- 
fected by such order-in-council, 

Orderly Payment of Land Debts 
Act is an act to prescribe a plan 
according to which debtors, both 
farmer and urban, under mortgages 
of land and agreements for sale of 
land shall for the limited period 
fixed by the act make payments to 
their, creditors, and to further pro- 
vide that so long as payment is 
made according to such plan no ac- 
tion can be brought to enforce the 
terms of the mortgage or agreement 
for sale. 

Limitation of Actions Act, 1935, 
Amendment Act, 1941, changes the 
period within which an action must 
be brought upon judgments, mort- 
gages and agreemenis of sale

Wheat Falls 


OTTAWA, March 31.—(CP)— 
Wheat represented more than 70 
Per cent of the prairies’ cash farm 
income in the 20's, but only 43.6 
Per cent in 1941, said a review is- 
sued today by the Dominion Bur- 
eau of Statistics, 

In Saskatchewan, the chief wheat- 
producing province, wheat income 
was 83.1 per cent of total farm in- 
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1941. In Alberta the drop was from 
66.7 per cent to 36.7 and in Mani- 
toba from 46.6 to 31.9. 

While income for wheat has de- 
clined, returns from livestock and 
animals products have increased, In 
1926 income from these sources in 
the three provinces was $94,800,000 
and in 1941 $174,800,000. 

The figures for cash income from 
wheat do not include Dominion 
government bonus payments under 
various schemes. 

The gross cash income from all 

farm p@oducts was astimated at 
$385,200,000 in the prairies in 1941 
against $539,600,000 in 1926. In ‘this 
period, Manitoba income dropped 
from $89,400,000 to $79.100,000, Sas- 
katchewan from $289,200,000 to 
$156,800,000 and Alberta from $161,- 
000,000 to $149,300,000. 
“Manitoba's cash income from 
wheat was $41,600,000 in 1926 and 
$25,200,000 in 1941. Saskatchewan 
wheat inéome was $240,300,000 in 
19°43 and $88,000,000 in 1941,° while 
Alberta returns dropped from $107,- 
400,000 to $54,800,000 in the same 
period. 

Major gains in income from live- 
stock and livestock products were 
reported by all three provinces. 
From this source, Manitoba income 
was $22,100,000 in 1926, and $38,600,- 
000 in 1941. Saskatchewan rose from 
$28,400,000 to $53,800,000 and Alberta 
from $44,300,000 to $82,400,000.

In a letter medical health officer 
Dr. G. M. Little was asked by a 
Pendry]l, Alta, woman for the com- 
ponent parts of the chemicals used 
{n softening the city water. 

She told Dr. Little in her letter 
that “after a brief visit to Edmon- 
ton and through using the softened 
water in the city hand eczema en- 
tirely disappeared, only to re- 
appear when she again used the 
water at her farm.” 

A second visit to Edmonton, she 
told Dr. Little, proved conclusively 
to her that it was the chemical pro- 
perties in the city water that gave 
her relief from the painful skin 


disease. After a few days in the 
city the affliction again dis- 
appeared. 


Dr. Little stated Tuesday morning 
that it was quite possible that the 
chemicals in the water had made 
the cure, and wrote to her telling 
her the nature of the chemicals and 
giving advice on the use of small 
water-softeners which could be ob- 
tained for use on the farm.

(CP)—There will be plenty of soap 
in wartime North America but you 
may have to get used to less lather 
and more scrubbing. There will be 
soap because an important by-pro- 
duct of its mamufacture is glycerine 
—and glycerine is needed to make 
gunpowder and to lubricate the re- 
coil mechanism of the guns them- 
selves. 

A government supply official has 
just told the trade that “we're going 
to make soap if we have to dump 
the surplus into the ocean.” 

But the quick lather, the mild 
smoothness and such luxurious in- 
stitutions as the: bubble bath de- 
pend on the tropical coconut. B. W. 
Railey. soup company vice-presi- 
dent, says his company has been 
getting all its coconut oil from the 
Philiy ges, while palm oil has come 
from the Dutch East Indies ana 
Malaya. 

“There could be a distinct short- 
age of fats by the end of this year, 
Railey gaid. “We've already been re- 
quired to earmark half our stocks 
of coconut for government use. 

“Without coconut oil we could 
still make soap but it would not be 
as good. The only soap that really 
luthers in hard water or in coid 
water is that made of coconut oil.”

The characteristic sign of the itch 
mite is the itching, which is usually 
}absent during the daytime but is

The usual places for these burrows 
are in the webs between the fin- 
gers, at the wrists, the ankles, the 
folds of the armpit and around the 


The mile 
burrows beneath the skin and the 
presence of this small, ingsect“like 
animal then causes a characteristic 
itching which becomes worse at 
hight immediately after going to 
bed. 


| Scabies may be very easily trans- 
ferred to one person from another 
by way of bedding as some of the 
mites usually stay in the blankets.

{a careful search is made. The fe- 
| male parasite is of a greyish color 
and is just barely seen with the 
naked eye, while the male can not 
be seen at all. Unless the patient ex- 
amines the skin with a lens he may 
fail to find cither the parasite or 
the characteristic burrows made 
under the skin by the female. 

Another reason why the possib- 
ility of scabies is overlooked is that 
the patient will do considerable 
scratching in an effort to relieve 
the itching, and the skin is injured 
by the fingernails in such a way as 
to cover up the real trouble.

U.S. ARMY HEADQUARTERS 
IN AUSTRALIA, March 31— 
(CP)—Col. Eugene L. Eubank, 
head of the United States boniber 
command in the Philippines and 
the Netherlands East Indies, 
Smashed Japanese claims to sup- 
erlor flying ability with a report 
that his men shot down 50 enciny 
planes in action and sank or ser- 
lously damaged 46 transpbris and 

16 warships up to March 1. 
He gave the first detailed report 
of bombing operations from the start 


of the war in the Pacific unti) the 
fall of Java, 

Col. Eubank said the Japatese 
losses he listed did not include 
tlumerous planes destroyed on the 
ground 

“Our losses In action were ex- 
tremely low,.especially considering 
the long range of action,” he said in 
a press conference. 


MARVELLOUS RECORD 


“We lost only two planes through 
pilot errors, mistakes in landing. 
etc. This is a marvellous record 


and puts the Japanese flying to 
shame.” 

He did not refer to his Own 
achievements but his name is on 
the list of many bomber conimand 
members mentioned for various 
awards.
